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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acl<nowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication In this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Llebetreu et al (US Pat. Number 5,949,832). 

Regarding claims 1-2, Llebetreu discloses a method of tuning a receiver for a 
digital signal (see Abstract), the method comprising the steps of: 

filtering an input signal (RF-in) to obtain a processed signal (see Figs 1-2), 

determining a digital figure of merit (BER) from the processed signal (see Fig. 2 
and col. 5, lines 58-65); and 

fine-adjusting the filtering step in dependence on the digital figure of merit (see 
Figs. 2, 4 and col. 6, lines 56-64). 

Regarding claim 3, Llebetreu discloses at least one partial filtering step (see col. 
6, lines 47-64) and optimizing the figure-of -merit as claimed (see col. 8, lines 39-45). 
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Regarding claim 4, Liebetreu discloses at least two partial filtering steps (coarse and 
fine) with two control signals as claimed (see col. 6, lines 47-64), wherein the EFREQ signal read 
on the "first control signal" and the DAC control signal read on the "second control signal". 

Regarding claim 5, it is clear that the circuitry of fiUer in Liebetreu is factory pre-aligned 
as part of the quality control process in order to detect defected components (also see col. 1, line 
60-coL 2, line 3). 

Regarding claim 6, the claim is rejected for the same reason as set forth in claim 1 above.
